And, entirely apart from the question 
of its suecess or. failure, I regret the 

uhr occupation because I believe it to 
: @ breach of the treaty, with Gef- 
many, not merely a technical. breach 
but rs ‘breach of the true Pat oe and in- 
tent’of the treaty. I regret it because I 
regard it as elementary that we, who 
fought Germany and raised our voices 
din denunciation of the crime of Alsace- 

rraine, the violation of the neutrality 

of Belgium andthe sinking of the Lusi- 
tania, ought not to adopt methods which 
resemble those which we denounced. We 
ought at the very. least to have learned 

from the war that there is a strong a 
sumption against doing things the 
man way. 

“On the other hand, I have never had 
any. sympathy with Germanhy’s ve 
resistance or belief .in its efficiency. 
The surrender was inevitable and the 
quicker it came and the more complete 
it was the better for all concerned. 
For, until. the surrender, all was waste’ 
and sacrifice on both sides with no pos- 
sibility of constructive progress. . The 
entry into the Ruhr closed. one era.

Common Sense Saves Austria. 


“The history of Austria since the

In 
many details the Austrian situation dif- 
fers from that of Germany, but the 
underlying principles, which the Finan- 
cial Committee of the League applied 
to Austria, are of universal application 
and must be a plied in Germany's case 
if there is to. be what I have called a 
constructive settlement, And one of the 
features common to both cases, the first 
step, in each case. is relief.from bur- 
dens which will incentive and destro 
confidence and credit. 

“Although I was talking about repara- 
tions, I’ have said ‘so much.about the un- 
wisdom of cteditors who maintain end 
press obligations which are beyond the 
capacity of the debtor that I want to 
express my willingness—and I will even’ 
say eagérness—to take myself this med- 
icine I so strongly recommend to others. 


” France’s Capacity to Pay. 


‘The principle‘ of capacity which we 
have urged upon France and Belgium is 
just as plainly applicable to the claims 
of the United States against France and 
Belgium: as it is to the claims of France 
and Belgium against Germany. For 
purely business-reasons we ought to be 
ready at any time to disc interallied 
debts on this simple business) basis. We 
ought always to remémbep also that 
England's claims against e countries 
are as valid as ours. -We ought not to 

consider our claims against France by 
itself. The question. is not whether 
France can pay our claim, but whether 
she can pay both claims. I do not hesi- 
tate to say that I don't believe she can.

Recites Depletion of Oysters, Shad 
and Saimon on Atlantic Shore 
and In Coastal Rivers. 


CHARLESTON, S. O. Dec. 22.—In a

destroyed. The rivers draining into the 
ocean, he said, are also depleted of the 
fish with which they onc4 teemed. 
Legislation ‘forbidding this wholesale 
contamination will not only safeguard 
the fisheries in this country, according 
to Mr. Russell, but will also compel the 
manufacturer to profit even against ‘his 
own will. Many of ‘the by-products 
which are dissolving in the rivérs, he 


said,.could be converted. into salable 
‘commodities if pressure were brought 
‘to. bear against the letha of the in- 
dustrialists in allowing é poisons 
to damage rather than to serve. 


Nerthern Rivers Once Full of Fish. 


In illustrating. the havoc which’ has 
been wrought upon fish of. the North- 
ern streams, Mr. Russell contrasted the 
past catches of. the Connecticut and 
Housatonic Rivérs with: those of the 
present. Both of these waterways were 
“horns of plenty” fifty. years ago, he 
said. As late as 1873, Thomas Warner 
of South Hadley, Mass., reported seeing 
flatboats containing 20,000 shad ech 
floating down the Connecticut. 

During this. same period salmon were 
so plentiful, he said, that those who ate 
them were branded as poverty-stricken, 
too worthless to work for a less 
homely fare.
